He would like particulariy, he 
said, to see part of his herd of 11 
walruses, the only ones in captivity, 
in the sea lion pool with the two 
sea elephants the Zoo bouggt from

“These we have are young wal- 
ruses,” he said with a quick ges- 


'ture of both hands, “about three 
|feet long. They look like young 
naked mice or rats, only on a big- 


ger scale. The reasOn there arent 
any more fn captivity is because 
they are hard to keep alive, 
“Full-grown walruses, you can’t 
catch. So, you have to catch 
young ones. At first the young 
ones we caught died, So we studied 


' them, just like we have to study all 


animals we keep. We found out 
how to take care of them and now 


| they live.”

ORE THROAT 
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GERMAN VETERANS 
PROPOSE REFORMS 


Leaders of Steel Helmet, 
War Organization, Deny 
Trying to Restore Mon- 
archy. 


BERLIN, Feb. 27.—Discussion 
today of the state of Germany’s 
parliamentary system in two wide- 
ly separated quarters brought out 
that Gustav Stresemann, Foreign 
Minister, and the Steel Helmets, an 
organization which has been ac- 
cused of fostering the idea of re- 
storing the empire, are in agree- 
mént on the need for reform. 

The Steel Helmeters assured 
President von Hindenberg, who had 
threatened to withdraw an honor- 
ary chairman of the organization, 
that they were not aiming to de- 
stroy the republic, but to reform 
the Constitution so as to give great- 
er stability to the central govern- 
ment. 

Stresemann Decries System. 

Stresemann, presiding at a spe- 
cial meeting of the Centra] Execu- 
tive Committee of the People’s 
party, decried the system which 
permits political organizations to 
withdraw its members from the 
Cabinet and said changes were 
needed to halt the vote-snatching 
proclivities of the political organ- 
izations. 

This committee was called to 
review the entire situation in view 
of the recent withdrawal by the 
Centrists of their Cabinet repre- 
sentatives and also to consider the 
failure of the People’s party to win 
a place in the Prussian State Gov- 
ernment. 

Wins Executive Committee. 

The Foreign Minister ewung the 
Executive Committee to his view- 
point and it decided to offer no 
obstacles to the formation of a 
coalition. in the Federal Govern- 
ment to include the Centrists, even 
though in Prussia the party had 
been left out of the state coalition. 
Hitherto the party leaders had in- 
sisted that both questions should 
be handled simultaneously. 

In persuading the committee to 
give up that stand, Stresemann said 
that, while the reparations problem 
was up for discussion and while 
the Federal budget was a domestic 
problem, it was imperative that 
the Federal Cabinet should be con- 
stituted so as to command a ma- 
jority in the Reichstag. The party 
representatives agreed, therefore, 
to postpone their campaign for re- 
construction of the Prussian State 
Government until after the Federal 
problem of reparations was out of 
the way.
